The writer made a review of ‘ "The | ‘Philadelphia Teacher," which is 
published by Local 192 of the American~federatién of Teachers, of which 
subject is President. From-all indications, it appeared to be the official 


.organ of that Local. Subject is also President of the magazine staff. 


The following items appeared in this magazine .on January 19, 1940, 
showing an editorial by subject as against the foreign entanglement in the war 
and against the Dies Committee as being anti-labor. In her editorial she 
states "The American citizen who believes in the sanctity of civil liberties 
should re-read the Bill of Rights and wonder. Mey see injunctions against 
labor, wage taxes, paid spies in labor unions, legislation against aliens, 
prosecution of the foreign born and fingerprinting becoming a national 


‘institution, and so the people remember the days before the United States 


plunged into war in 1917 and become uneasy. She also urges all trade 
unionists to work in order to keep this Country out of war. 


: In the April, 1940, issue, subject wrote an editorial entitled: 
"The American Youth Act,’ campaigning for the program and states "millions of 
young people of America will come to the conclusion, that just as. organized 
Labor has supported every movement to strengthen the educational system of 
this country so must ae support every movement to strengthen labor." 


During a review of the American Free Preps: which paper is believed 
to be the official organ, of the Communist Party in Philadelphia and to have 
been published by the Communist Party, an article appeared in the May 1, 1940, 
issue, indicating the subject had signed a petition protesting against raids 
by the Dies Committee on Communists in Philadelphia. 


, In June, 1940 issue of *Philadelphia Teacher” an anonymous article 
appeared which stated "Millions for defense that is right defense - not one 
cent contributed to war." By defense this article means home defensé and the 
promulgation of social work. - 


In the same issue, FRANKZRAFFEL writes an article entitled "M. Day ," 
which attempts to show military régimentation of. the people's entire life 
and is quoted as “only” an aroused public can fight such heasures: ‘by working 
to prevent participation in foreign wars. . : 2

The April 2, 1941, issue of the Philadelphia Inquirer contains an 
item which indicates that the Executive Council of the American Federation of 
Teachers charges that some of its members are adhereing to Communism. It 
states that Local 192 had been opposed to Fascism and Naziism steadily until 


’. 1939, when, after the signing of the HitLer-Soviet pact, it suddenly ceased 


its opposition. The item further points out that the Local adopted an 
isolationist policy similar to that of the Daily Worker and other Communist 
organs. It states that the Union's officers gave support to the Communist “8 
dominated organizations such as the American League for Peace and Democracy 

and the National Negro Congress. 


An articlé appearing in the Philadelphia Evening Bulletin of April 

2, 1941, states that the American Federation of Teachers, Executive Council, 

s urges the expulsion of Idcal 192 of Philadelphia and two New York Locals 
in order to save the American Federation of Teachers from being stamped 
Communistic. The Executive Council pointed out, by quoting the Philadelphia ~ 
Record, that the Philadelphia Teacher, which is under the supervision of Local 
192, is anti-Fascist under the Communist United Front from 1935 to 1939 and was 
pro-New Deal until Moscow became violently anti-New Deal and further ignored 
the important American Federation of Teachers resolution last August, condemn- 
ing Nazism, Fascism and Communism and also never criticised an act or policy 
of the Communist Party or Soviet Russia. 


It should be further noted that in the May 29, 1941, issue of . 
the Philadelphia Inquirer, subject, as President of Local 192, at the Annual ©

ART was held on March 24, 1945. According to Confidential Informant 7-9 
subject attended this anniversary dinner and contributed money to the school. 
T-9 had no information as to the amount of money subject contributed, | 


The PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE: AND ART is listed by the Attorney 
General'as coming within the purview of ‘Executive Order #9835. 


Among the instructors and the courses listed in the catalogue of the PHILAé 
DELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE AND ART for the spring term of 1945, was 
MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN as instructor of the gourse "Labor and Trade Unionism," 
which was concerned with basic trade union principles end practices. It was 
stated that the problems of labor today would be analyzed in terms of trade 
union history, and the way and possible aims of the nation. 


Confidential Informant T~10 advised Special Agent JOHN A. HEBENSTREIT and 
Special Employee EDWARD CRAIG, December 4, 1947, that subject was a faculty 
member of the PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCES. AND ART for the spring terms 
of 1944 and-1945. For the spring term of 1944, subject was listed by the 
school’ as instructor for the following courses; “How to Set Up an Organiza-- 
tion," "Radio and Press," "Elements of Trade Unionism," and "Public Speaking 
and Parliamentary Procedure! For the spring term of 1945, subject was listed 
by the school as instructor for "Problems of Labor",

meeting was actually held at GROSSMAN's home. 


Confidential Informant T-8 attended a forum meeting on March 17, 1946, spon- 
sored by the PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE AND ART, which is comducted 
under the auspices of the COMMUNIST PARTY in Philadelphia. He stated that 
MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN presided at the meeting and that the forum was addressed 
by Doctor DI TRUIK, Professor of Mathematics at the Massachusetts: Institute 
of Technology / who spoke on "Atomic Energy for One World or no‘World at All‘. 
He urged the use of Atomic Energy only for peace and adjustment for all people 
throughout the world for ell time to come. He further stated that the United 
States was unfortunate in having CHURCHILL visit our country, and that this 
was pure antagonism against Russia. He stated, also, that Russia was inter- 
ested in two things - reconstruction and international security - but, that 
this was denied by a discredited British statesman in our midst, and, also, 

by our congress with the support of a lying press. 


This informant attended anbinee forum meeting on March 31, 1946, sponsored by 
the PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE AND ART. MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN pre- 
siged at the meeting, and that the forum was addressed by Congressman HUGH.

HOOVER as Food Administrator of Hurope, and described him as being second only. 


to Congressman RANKIN in the role of an organizer against the Soviet Union, 


Confidential Informant 1-12 advised that he attended a meeting held by the 
PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL OF SOCIAL SCIENCE AND,ART on February 24, 1946, at-the New 
Century Club, 124 South 12th Street, Philadelphia, Pa,, for the purpose of 


discussing post war problems. MARY Y GROSSMAN presided at this meeting, 
and the principal speaker was WILDI ILMOR, Radio. Commentator and Journe- 
list. In his speech, GAILMOR on o nd condemned the United States, and 


Great Britain, and with respect toj{dumestic and foreign policies, end on the 
other hand, upheld and praised Russia's.

The AYD is listed by 
the Attorney General as coming within the purview of Executive Order #9835. 


The "White Collar News" for March, 1945, the official organ of the UOPWA Union 

in this area, carried an item announcing that Lecal #22, UOPWA - CIO, has been 

holding weekly labor current :topic classes on Tuesday evenings at eight o'clock. 
According to this item, MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN, faculty member of the PHILADELPHIA 

SCHOOL OF SOCTAL SCIENCE AND ART, was leader of the class. She was listed as 

former president of Local £192 of the AMERICAN FEDERATION OF TEACHERS. It is 

to be noted that Local #192 was expelled from the AMERICAN FEDERATION OF 

TEACHERS June’7, 1941, because of dts alleged Communist control. In the Octo- 

ber, 1941, issue of the "American Teachéy" page two, an article appeared which 

was entitled "The 25th Annual Convention - Constitutionality Upheld on Ousting 

of Locals". This was indicated "By an overwhelming vote of the 1941 Conven- 

tion of the AMERICAN FEDERATION OF TEACHERS meeting in Detroit, Michigan, dur- : 
ing the week of August 22, 1941, which adepted the report of the Executive : 
Council on the constitutionality of the revocation of charters of Locals 45, : 
#537, and #192." The "american Teacher" is the official publication of Bne ! 
AMERICAN PREDERATION OF TEACHERS. : 


Confidential Informant 1-13 stated that on September 9, 1946, SIDNEY FOX told 
MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN that they were getting more requests for speakers from the 
"Russian Group" than they could handle and wanted to add her name to the list ;

On January 24, 1947, Mrs. MARION S. TATE, 27 Second Avenue, Haddon Heights, 
New Jersey, advised Special Agent WILLIAM BE. HUGHES that she attended a meet-— 
ing of the Parents! Auxiliary of the SETTLEMENT MUSIC SCHOOL, 416-Queén Street 
Philadelphia, Pa., and stated that MARY FOLEY GROSSMAN spoke -at~. this.meeting.”- 
She. said that GROSSMAN condemned the racial prejudice of Americans ‘against | 
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imegroes and Jews, and GROSSMAN said that America is really a Fascist country. 
. GROSSMAN, also, claimed that the UNITED NATIONS RELIEF AND REHABILITION aDMIN- 


ISTRATION trucks were sent to Greece during the Greek elections to try to sway 
the feelings of the Greek people. Subject condemned this practice bitterly. 


According to Confidential Informant 1-14, subject advised her and OLLIZ/porfizs, 
known COMMUNIST PARTY member, that she was chairman of the "Speakers-Bireau" 
of the PROGRESSIVE PARTY. GROSSMAN asked OLLIE HOLMES to speak for them some- 


time. HOLMES very readily consented, and said that she would be glad to speak.

A Confidential Informant, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on November 9, 1953 that 
the organization as Local 192 was expelled from the American 
Federation of Labor in 1941 because of charges of Communist 
domination. It operated as an independent union until 1944, 
at which time it affiliated with the CIO as Local 556 of the 
State, County and Municipal Workers of America, . In 1946, it 
became Local 556 of the United Public Workers of America. 
In 1950, the UPWA was expelled from the CIO for adhering to 
-the Comminist Party line. However, Local 556 chose to stay 
with the UPWA despite these charges. This affiliation continued 
until 1953 when the Teachers Union of Philadelphia left the 
UPWA to become an independent. T-1l stated that for many years 
the Communist. Party members in this union have managed to be 
elected officers and have thus controlled the entire union in 
its adherence to the CP line, 


Another Confidential Informant, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised on March 24, 1955 
that the leadership and motivating force within the TUP 
continues to be composed of CP members.

The 
source stated the PSSFC was merely a paper organization and this series of 
forums was organized by the District Educat Commission (CPEPD), and had to 
be approved by the District Committee, CFiY2, before being put inte effect. 


A second source advised June 10, 1959, that the PSSFC remained under 
the control of the District Education Commission, CPEPD. It is now planned by 
RUBIN that a new series of forums will be conducted in the Fall of 1959, accord- 
ing to this source. :

On 11/9/53, a source advised that the Teachers Union of Philadelphia 
(TUP), as Local 192, had been expelled from the American Federation of Labor in 
191 because of charges of Communist domination. It operated as an independent 
union until 1944, at which time it affiliated with the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations (CIO) as Local 556, United Public Workers of America (UPWA). In 
1950, the UFWA was expelled from the CIO for adhering to the Communist Party (CP) 
line; however, Local 556 chose to stay with the UFWA despite these chargese This 
affiliation contimed until 1953, when the TUP left the UFWA to become indepen~ 
dents. The source further related thet for many years, the CP members in the TUP 
had mamged to be elected as officers and have controlled the entire Union in its 
adherence to the CP line. 


On 5/16/58 and 5/13/59,. another source advised that the TUP continues 
to carry out the same general program that it has in the past and continues with 
the same leadership, 

A third source on 5/12/59 advised that the leadership of the TUP is 


definitely sympathetic to the CP aims and objectives and that speakers at their 
affairs tend to follow the CP lines
